Reached Beautiful and Fruit- 
ful Country Instead Of ' 
Savage Place 

"With tho Fourth Centenary of 
J.-tquca Carllcr's vIbII to tho alto of 
Montreal near at hand, Colonel 
Bovey, ot tho Department of Exlrii- 
Murnl Relations of McGlU Univor- 
filty, choso as his : "'jject "On the 
Trail ot Cartier." to address tho 
opening meeting of the year at tho 
Mechanics' Instltuto last -night. 
! sj.Gartlcr,; .to .Canadians.' Is thp most 
bu'tstantling explorer In ' American 
history. "Worklng on scanty infor- 
mation and faced with Iho ropcatod 
failures of tho previous explorers to 
brcakifthrough tho barrier of thb Is- 
lands of tho' American coast, ho set 
sail from St. Malo in 1339 lo find 'u 
■\Vcstern passage lo China and .lapan. 

Tho Iccturo began, telling ot the 
arrival of Cartier and his ships at 
Newfoundland and l)ls explorations 
of .tho huAnerous islands of the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence. His first sight of 
Quebec was tho famous. Perce rock 
where ho came upon a tribe of In- 
dians ^ with whom ho traded. Two 
braves were talien'.on board, and 
after a few fruitless trips along the 
coast, Cartier set sail for. home.

"IJ^HE RADIO AND GRAMOPHONE are to be re- 
garded as musical Instruments themselves, and 
should not be expected to reproduce any other In- 
strument with absolute fidelity." In such words, 
the London Morning Post critic, Basil Maine, al- 
ready quoted In this column, gave his views re- 
garding modern scientific m.san8 of unustial repro-' 
duetion. - He added further, that the tone of the 
machine should be so regulated as to give the' best 
possible interpretation of the music being rendered. 

These statements appear logical at once, and 
their disregard at the present Is equally clear. 
Manufacturers Insist In glaring type that ihclr In* 
strvmcnt, and theirs alone will give the true orlg: 
Inal tone. And they show a cut of a symphony 
orchestra with Its conductor dominated by u sliock 
0^ hair, or else they Illustrate a i'lnger whose very 
appearance suggests a voice so strong, that It 
could fill the' most enormous concert hall conceiv- 
able. 

Imagine, for a moment, the Montreal Orchestra 
packed Into one corner of your twelve by fifteen 
living room, and playing the Cesar Franck Sym- 
phony. You laugh, for you realise that the result 
would rock the foundationtr A scientific phcnom- 
enuni that is pediaps unknown to many. Is the 
fact that a strong^ tenor can cause a glass of water 
In a room toi burst, by singing the fundamental 
note It gives out when" tapped llfehljy. He would 
make an unwelcome guest In a home where there 
Is much fine glassware about. These may bo^ex- 
ireme cases, but they Illustrate the impossibility 
ot .ajljMj5U»d claims. 

^^^^fflcHy, 1 prefer the rich mellow tohes that 
new records have but lose su quickly. These are 
also noticeable in some of the newest radios, but 
the tone control gadget misused by vulgar hands 
usually plays. havoc. Good machines give almost 
perfect reproductions of tho violin, and some hu- 
man voices (not sopranos), but never In my ex- 
perience has the piano recorded flawléssly. It 
acquires* somehow bcU-llke tones, which can be 
pleasing, but nobody seems to realize It, when ex- 
pecting the piano. 

. Obviously since ; the radio can have a tone 
peculiar to itself,' It should be used as an instru- 
ment, or havo others designed to suit It. Of tho 
first type, we had an example last year In tho 
Theremin. Ôt tho second, little has been seen on 
this continent, but over In Germany, whcro they 
are always up to some new trick, such Instruments.

A certain Berlin school ot music has a tech- 

suréested^fiawSeeiircMrled^^ hero 
are musicians primarily, who know enough of the 
science ot radio and sound to go dlrèct to their 
object. First of all, like all goOd actenttsts, they 
overthrow the present accepted theorlea in; regard 
to tone. We were told In our' Physics course that 
tones depend upon overtones. In .variations of 
thirds, fifths, and oetavts, The Berlin .autliorttiea 
Inslsfthat secondary notes, having no simple rela- 
tion to the fundamental note, do the work; and 
they built Instrumenta to prove It. 

Thiè Trautonlùm ; Is : one such Instrument; In 
possibilities It equals' it not surpasses the organ, 
loné'st can "be altered by pressing cei'tain' buttons. 
Volume responds to the foot pedal In ranges from 
a whisper to brchestra.1 Intensity. And the notes 
are controlled by any means you désire. This last 
point Is what tho scientists cannot ggree upon. A 
simple means wotfld bo to employ a keyboard like 
the piano, or multiples of them like the organ.

WITH CONTROL FOOTBALL

TORONTO, Ont., Nov. 5. — Charges made in the downtown press 
late this afternoon that the fraternities control the University 
of Toronto football team have created one of the greatest, sen- 
sations in football circles around Varsity in many years; The 
downto'wn press 'in their charges .show tlvat all but two of the! 
University of Toronto intercollegiate senior football team are 
pledged members of leading fraternities, the two exceptions being 
first year men who cannot be. pledged ^to a fraternity. 

The consensus of opinion around the University is that the 
charges are "the bunk". Hariy Hobbs in a statement to the prcs.s 
tonight emphatically deql'ared that the charges made against the 
team are wholly unfouilded.. 

. Certainly there is something radically wrong with the senior 
team. For the first time'inihe history of football at the University 
a senior team has lost four .straight games in'successioh. In the 
past eleven years they.-have won only two college titles and no 
Dominion championships. That something more than the Jack 
of material is wrong is obvious, but the blame cannot be. laid 
with the fraterniti.c3;^^Naturally, when a playel? "makes -the senior 
team, every fraternity is after him to join their particulaii chapter 
but there are few cases ■where a man belonged to a fraternity 
befoi;o making the team. 

A special meeting is being called by the football club execu- 
tive on Monday aftiemoori at five o'clock^ to which all members 
of the four 'Varsity teams and all interfaculty teams are invited. 
The question to be thrashed out is: "What's thé matter with the 
Varsity football team?" 

That the football executive itself has called this meeting indi- 
cates that drastic steps will be taken at Varsity to remedy the 
situation. More than a little of the inside workings of the teams 
will come. put at the meeting.
